Proposal to Allow Them Same 
Rights as Accorded Aliens 
In Canada. 



An Amendment Substituted For 
Proposition For Their 
Absolute Exclusion 



Important Features of Civil 
Code Bill Now Before 
the Senate. 



Washington, March 20.— The Alnsknn 
civil code bill was under consideration 
during a great part of the senate session. 
An amendment was adopted fixing a 
license upon every kind of trade and com- 
merce in the district of Alaska, the li- 
censes ranging from 'TOO to $500 per 
annum. 

Mr. Hansborough proposed thin amend- 
ment us u substitute for section 7 of the 
Alaskan bill: "Aliens shall not be per- 
mitted to locate, hold or convey mining 
claims in said district of Alaska, nor 
shall any title to a mining claim acquired 
by location or purchase through an alien 
be legal. In any civil action, suit or 
proceeding to recover the possession of a 
mining claim, or for the appointment of 
a receiver, or for nn injunction to re- 
strain the working and operation of a 
mining claim, it shall be the duty of the 
court to inquire into and determine the 
question of the citizenship of the locator." 
In explanation of his amendment, Mr. 
Hansborough said that in the Cape Nome 
district many mining claims had boon 
located by a party of Laplanders, who 
had been sent north by the United States 
government In charge of a herd of rein- 
deer. The expedition had been sent to 
relieve some whalers who were supposed 
to be suffering for want of food near 
Point Barrow. Having the advantage 
of the reindeer the L-plandera made fart 
time and reached Cape Nome district iD 
advance of the American miners. They 
promptly located the best claims and to 
this day hold them to the disadvantage 
of American miners. 

Mr. Stewart opposed the amendment. 

Mr. Carter, in charge of the bill slip 
ported the amendment. As a substitute 
for the pending amendment. Mr. Morgan 
offered the following, which he thought 
would meet any objections likely to be 
urged against it: 

"The rights and privileges of mining 
for gold in Alaska shall be extended to 
the subjects of Qreat Britain and Rus- 
sia on the same terms and conditions 
that are granted by said governments, re- 
spectively, to the citizens of the United 
States in provinces or departments of 
said governments that border on the Arc- 
lie ocean or Behriug sea." 

The amendments were pending when 
the senate at 3.20 p.m. held a brief exe- 
cutive session and at 3.45 adjourned. 



CHAPLAINS IN PHILIPPINES. 

Maintained There by the Generosity of 
Miss Helen Gould. 

Washington, March 20.— The Star to- 
day says; "A visitor at the White House 
to-day, referring to the lack of chaplains 
with the volunteer • regiments in the 
Philippines and elsewhere, says that Miss 
Helen Gould, of New York, is maintain- 
ing nine or ten chaplains in the army, at 
her own expense. Miss Gould, it is stat- 
ed, pays each of these $90 a month and 
their expenses in the Philippines. It is 
thought Miss Gould's monthly payment 
is something like $2,000. 

THE BANK WRECKERS. 

Guilty Officials of Ville Marie Will Not 
Be Sentenced for a Weok, 

Montreal, March 20.— (Special)— Bax- 
ter and Lemieux, found guilty on the 
charge of conspiring to wreck the Ville 
Marie bank, will not be sentenced until 
next .Saturday. The motion to have 
Ernest L. and Walter L. Fcllowes, the 
brokers who handled business for Bax- 
ter and Lemieux, tried separately, was 
dismissed. 



THE PLAGUE AT SYDNEY. 

Eight Thousand Persons Innoculnteu— 
Forty-sis Cases and 
Thirteen Deaths. 

Sydney, N. S. W., March 20.— The 
number of bubonic plague cases officially 
reported has reached 40, there having 
been 13 deaths from the disease. Eight 
thousand persona have been innoculnt- 
ed.

Twenty-Three Miles of Heavy 
Marching Just Before 
Fighting Began. 



Special to the Colonist. 

Toronto, March 20.— Various accounts 
of the action at Paardeberg, iu which the 
Canadians figured, are to hand in the 
South African mail to-day. The best 
letter that has so far turned up is that of 
Private T. W. Banton, formerly of the 
Toronto Star staff, who, writing to his 
father, describes the events which led 
up to the capture of Cronje and the part 
the Canadians took in it. 

The march from Mngersfontein was an 
extremely trying one. The Canadians 
were in the vanguard of their division 
and marched by night and by day; their 
transports were deficient and they had 
to carry their packs when other regi- 
ments marched light. 

By a forced inarch they overtook 
Roberts at Jacobsdal. If the Tcgiment 
stopped five minutes the whole outfit fell 
asleep. Banton says some of the Cana- 
dians slept walking. 

On February 8, after marching 23 miles 
from Klip's Drift, the Canadians came 
ia contact with the enemy, who iired up- 
on them, when they went to the river 
for water. The engagement soon be- 
came brisk, and a brigade with the Cana- 
dians were ordered on the left of the 
river which they crossed by a ford in rear 
of the camp. The Shropshire* led the 
way followed by the Canadians. The 
water was nn to their necks anil some 
even had to swim. The Canadians 
crossed in fours, holding to each others. 
On the other hank tiicy advanced iu 
skirmishing order, C Company supporting 
A Company. 

The letter continues: By this time 
bullets were coming thick and we had a 
narrow squeak. We re-inforced A Com- 
pany at live hundred yards and opened 
lire. The Boer fire was terrific and some 
of our boys were hit. We soon subdued 
the tire and kept the Boers down. Their 
position was in the river bed, and we 
were lying in the open with no cover of 
any kind except a few ant hills. We 
could only see very little to light, ex- 
cept smoke from their Martini-Henri 
rilles, which gave their position away. 
Our fire was in crescent shape, right on 
the river and left extended along the 
river about livevhundred yards. 

"We were under fire all morning, and 
in the afternoon the left was ordered to 
cease fire as some of our troops were ou 
the other side of the river. As soon as 
we stopped they started sniping, which 
made us hug the ground. 

"Shortly after joining the firing line 
Capt. Arnold, of A Company, was hit. 
The Boers started a murderous fire on 
the stretcher-bearers, who carried him 
away, a triok they kept up all day. To- 
ward evening the left was ordered to re- 
inforce the right. It was a daring move, 
but we did it by running down by threes 
and fours. At dark all our forces re- 
tired and quickly men volunteered to 
search for the wounded. 

"Our casualties were 10 killed and 01 
wounded."

New York, March 20.— A bold robbery 
occurred to-day in a restaurant at the 
corner of OOih street and Columbia 
avenue.

The British government hope to be in- 
formed in regard to the award miring 
the present week. On till sides it is said 
that the long delay 'in reaching a deci- 
sion has had a most serious effect on the 
principle of arbitration. 

Washington, March 20. — The United 
States government has not yet been noti- 
fied of the postponement of the award 
in the Delagoa Bay arbitration, which, 
was to have been announced to-day. The 
news from Berne to the effect that the 
arbitrators probably will refrain from a 
distribution of the nward among the 
claimants has created a disagreeable im- 
pression here, carrying as it docs the in- 
ference that the result will be an inde- 
finite delay iu the settlement of the case.. 
The arbitrators, will, it is said, place 
the responsibility for the delay upon the 
claimants, while at the same time insur- 
ing a postponement of final adjudication 
of this celebrated case to a date when it 
can have no possible effect upon the pre- 
sent situation in South Africa.

THE MAINE A SUCCESS. 

American Hospital Ship Proves a Credit 
to Those Who Equipped It. 

London, March 1!G.— Major Julian M. 
Cabell, formerly chief surgeon on the 
American hospital ship Maine, is now in 
London on his way back to Columbia hos- 
pital, Washington, his leave of absence 
having expired. In an interview with a 
representative of the Associated Press to- 
day he said: 

"Nothing could have exceeded the hos- 
pitality and warmth with which the 
American doctors, nurses and attendants 
were received in South Africa. The 
stories of internal dissensions on the 
Maine are untrue. Lady Randolph 
Churchill antagonized no one. On tie.' 
contrary, it was owing to her tact ihul 
my leave is up and I had to come home, 
avoided. She wished the Maine to stay 
at the seat of war and I agreed with her, 
but it had been arranged by the British 
authorities that she was to leave after 
the relief of Ladysmith, ami though Lady 
Churchill believed this action would 
diminish tin ship's sphere of usefulness 
she was too good a disciplinarian and dip- 
lomat to question the decision of tin 
i 'omiuunder-in-Chief, 

"Another reason prompting the sendinj 
of tile Maine' home, is thai the troop 
ships returning are not well equipped to 
take wounded soldiers. The British gov- 
ernment is much behind our own in this 
respect, for while the hospital ships at 
Manila and Cuba were able to transfer 
the wounded to the transports and remain 
at the scene of action those in South 
African waters must needs return them- 
selves with their cargoes. 

"We were very fortunate on the Maine 
with eases. Only one man died before I 
left and 1 believe this number has not 
been increased since. Perhaps our most 
remarkable case was that of an officer of 
the Cordon Highlanders who was shot 
clean through tin- brain and who com- 
pletely recovered. 

"Mauser wounds in the intestines, 
which, from the Springfield or Reming- 
ton, would surely have been fatal, healed 
up without operation. I had seen sopu 
similar cases in the Philippines and avoid 
ed operations upon such wounds wi'h 
complete success, the Mauser wound he 
ing so clean and small that it heals bet- 
ter when left alone. 

"1 saw no traces of explosive htilli 
and I believe the reports that the Boers 
are using such bullets an: greatly exag- 
gerated. From my experience in Manila 
and South Africa, I believe it. is almost 
impossible to distinguish betwen the ex- 
plosive bullet and that of the ordinary 
Mauser, when the latter is fired at point 
blank range. 

"Perhaps I should not say if, but the 
Maine was undoubtedly the best fitted 
hospital ship down there. Everything 
that it was possible to provide to make 
the wounded comfortable had been pro 
vided. The British army and navy men 
wore loud in their praises of the- ship, 
and Lord Roberts spoke most highly of 
her. But perhaps bluff Cupt. Chichister, 
formerly Captain of the British cruiser 
Immortalite, the British flagship at Ma- 
nila during the troublesome times there, 
in good-humoredly addressing the nurses 
and saying he found out a few things 
about Americans at Manila, impressed us 
the most. 

"1 much regretted leaving the ship hut 
my leave is up and Ihad to come home. 
The Maine will return to South Africa 
immediately after landing her wounded 
here.

Company— Mme. Sans- 
Gene To-night. 



Tin- new season company of players 
which Mr. T. Daniel Crawley, in the 
L-'rohinaniswd language of the day, "pre- 
sented" to Victorians lust evening, is an 
intiuite improvement upon the organiza- 
tion which in 1890 effectually concealed 
the tin-ill and dash of "An Enemy of the 
Kiug." It was a mediocre company 
then; now it is a meritorious one; and 
while there are some familiar faces be- 
hind the footlight glare, the majority are 
those of strangers— but good actors. 

Miss Keith Waketnan (the "Sportiug 
Duchess"!, Miss Mary van Buren ("Vi- 
vian Darvillc"), Miss Lillian IVarl Land- 
ers f'Anettc Donelly"), Mr. Harrington 
lteyiiolds ("Major Mostyn"), and— in 
somewhat lesser degree— Mr. Clarence 
Montnine ami Mr. .1. It. Amory (as Joe, 
the trainer, and the sentimental doctor, 
respectively,! are all people of talent ami 
good judgment in things theatric, who, 
despite^the fact that a number of their 
associated are heavy timber, would work 
out the salvation of pieces much inferior 
to "The Sporting Duchess." 

It was as "The Derby Winner" that J 
this tale of the English turf was h>st 
offered to the public, and althoTTgTr it 
loses much of its local value and signi- 
ficance in transplantation nut oJ[ the 
Derby's home, the play has still enough 
of human quality and relieving humor ill 
it to bo welcome. Its worst fault is in 
tin- spasmodic character of its effective 
incidents -It is ili.j -lit 1 la a .i ui 
One may forgive the stockiness of its 
continuous and hackneyed melodrama, 
lor that is typical English melodrama 
that conld not live without the stereotyped 
good jockey, the wronged and sorrowing 
lass in sombre grey, and the adventuress 
witn the cigarette hall-mark of her class. 

These things are as the breath of Brit- 
ish melodrama, and must bo: but with 
buc'o rare good characters as the Du-Jbess, 
the adventuress, and tin.' scntimeiital 
doctor, the author and creator of the 
piece should have been able to hitch to- 
gether a smoother jointed product of his 
eratt. 

Miss Wakeman's Duchess was indeed a 
treat. Its fidelity to the author's mani- 
fest conception of this open-hearted, 
quickly sympathetic Juno was equalled 
but nut eclipsed by her regal bearing, 
quiet domination of her important scenes, 
and admirable modulation of voice. As 
for Miss van Buren's "Vivian Darville," 
which must rank as of parallel dramatic 
worth, it might well have been termed 
perfection if she had but foresworn the 
cigarette. 

Miss Landers was as delightfully fresh 
and pretty in the engenue's part as so 
deliciously young and loveable a mortal 
maid shoilld be— the others of the women 
folk but approached the borderland of 
average merit. Miss Marion Barney 
("Countess of Desborough") perhaps not 
even that. 

Of the men, Mr. Reynolds easily loads 
as a finished actor of an unpleasant purt, 
if not in the winning of Derbys and the 
approbation of the gallery deities. Mr. 
Montainc gives a strong ami well-studied 
horse-lover ami father, honest and blunt 
and deep-affectioned; and Mr. Amory, 
when he does not overdo it, is a most 
entertaining anil amusing Idiot in love's 
ensnaremontfi. 

The [day from its spectacular stand- 
point is Imt one more illustrating the ut- | 
tor inadequacy of Victoria's theatre fa- 
cilities for the production of plays in the 
modern magnificence that the times de- 
mand. The great scenes of "The Sport- 
ing Duchess"— like those of the Walsh- | 
MacDowell "Cleopatra" — were of neces- 
sity slashed and shorn to tit the anti- 
quated stage, and those who sat in trout 
were rubbed of the pleasure of setting 
and accessories that the company would 
have been both ready and glad to pro- 
vide. 

Hut while they missed the spectacle 
hits of "The Sporting Duchess," Vlc- 
torians will remember with unalloyed 
pleasure those delight fully easy ami na- 
tural scenes that were all Miss van 
Buren's own — the polished villainy of Mr. 
Reynolds— tile open-hearted I hlchess — and 
ta bouquet fur fresh-minted original- 
ity of idea) that pantomimic, imagination- 
enlisting wutehoing of the race around 
the course.

CABINET-MAKING. 

The Vancouver World thinks the 
Colonist is very absurd in its constant 
demand upon Mr, Martin to fill up his 
cabinet. We .•should be sorry to charge 
the World with insincerity, but we must 
either do this or n<*ouso it of unpardon- 
able ignorance. British Columbia is 
either governed by its laws or it is not 
so governed. The laws provide that 
the Executive Council shall bo com- 
posed of certain officials. The Colonist 
did tint mnke this law. It finds it upon 
the statute hook anil it proposes that it 
shall not he disregarded without protest. 
We have almost despaired of accom- 
plishing anything by such protests, 
first one ami then another constitu- 
tional safeguard is thrown down, and 
the great mass of the people pay little 
attention. Ami yet the end of this 
sort of thing will be an appeal to vio- 
lence, unless constitutional methods are 
restored. The action of the members 
of the legislature in withdrawing from 
the house "ti prorogation day was only 
one (JcRrpo removed from violence. 
There have Been several proposals to 
make a demonstration against the 
Lieutenant-Governor. It has been sug- 
gestcil by ino-ro than one person of 
standing that a petitiou setting forth 
the grievances of the public should be 
presented by the citizens en masse at 
Government I louse. The Colonist has 
been asked many times to take the lead 
ill such demonstrations, and has invari- 
ably declined. But if there are to be 
repeated viola t ions of the principles of 
constitutional government, it will not 
always In- possible' to restrain popular 
indignation. In the struggle for re- 
sponsible government in the Eastern 
provinces scenes of violence were not 
uncommon. It may be absurd to insist 
upon such a compliance with (he law 
that the people will trust to the law to 
right any wrongs that may be done, but 
we do not think so. The enemies to 
public safety are those who wink at 
infractions of the constitution because 
they suit their own personal ends or 
the ends of the political leader whose 
cause, they espouse. 

It is funi weeks to-day since Mr. Mar- 
tin announced that he had accepted the 
responsibility of forming a cabinet, and 
he has not yet completed the task. He 
obtained bis minister of mines readily 
enough. Mr. Curtis was a former law 
partner of tin- Premier and very prompt- 
ly entered into political partnership witli 
him. But to the great majority of the 
people of British Columbia Mr. (Jurlis 
was not oven a name. They had never 
heard that there was such a man. The 
choice of Mr. Yiitcs was, as every one 
knows, one of Hobson's. The circum- 
stances attending it would tit into comic 
opera better than polities. Having se- 
cured these two colleagues. Mr. Martin 
went out hunting for others. He knock- 
ed at many a door only to find no one 
hoim>. At length he found Mr. Beebe. 
He is still in need of a finance minister. 
Report has it that he proposes to adver- 
tise for one. 

The World assures us that we shall 
shortly he surprised by Mr. Martin and 
his success at cabinet-making. We have 
already been more than surprised. If 
Mr. Martin has any more such surprises 
in store wo hope he will break them gen- 
tly.

well as they ought to. We have spoken 
of this before. The things which ought 
to be done are all small in themselves 
but they would improve the looks of 
' Victoria in the same way that it improves 
the looks of the average urchin to have 
his face washed. 

There is very much that individuals 
can do. A good many tons of paint could 
be used to advantage in Victoria this 
spring. The failure to keep their prem- 
ises fresh in appearance is not peculnir 
to Victoria. It is observable in all (he 
towns along the Coast. In this climate 
houses get to look shabby much sooner 
I ban they do in Eastern Canada, where 
a wooden house five years old will look

HYSTERICAL FOLK. 

They hail quite a terrible time in the 
United States House of Representa- 
tives about :i week ngo, when Mr. Sul- 
zcr. of New York, brought up the Es- 
quimau fortifications for discussion. 
Mr. Stilzer read that rich and rare 
article which appeared in the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner, wherein the opinions of 
the third deputy assistant cook, or some 
official of thai grade, connected with a 
ship at IOsquimnlt, were put forward 
with all seriousness as exhibiting the 
designs of the British government. Mr. 
Stilzer moved a resolution asking for ia- 
formntion as to tin- fortifications in 
course of erection by Croat Britain 
along the northern frontier of the 
United Slates, and especially alone; 
Pugel Sound, and when the war de- 
partment sent the resolution hack with 
the endorsement that (ireat Britain is 
"not trespassing upon the rights" of 
the United States, Mr. Sulzer's indigna- 
tion knew no hounds, and lie made the 
welkin ring with his observations. Un- 
fortunately for him, the house was not 
inclined to take the matter seriously, 
and Mr. Stilzer had the mortification of 
seeing his resolution ignominiously 
tabled. 

For the information of people of the 
Sulzer stripe, we may mention that the 
fortifications at Esquimnlt are not on 
Pugel. Sound, and that from the outer- 
most battery lo the nearest portion of 
the coast of the state of Washington 
the distance is between eighteen and 
nineteen miles. All the navies of the 
world could sail up the Strait of Juan 
ile b'nea and into Paget Sound without 
coming within range of the Esquimau 
guus. If the navies aforesaid should 
think it worth their while to come over 
to this neighborhood, they would prob- 
ably firid the fortifications somewhat of 
tin obstacle to their progress, but if 
Uncle Sinn keep:, his ships on bis own 
side of the Strait they will he perfectly 
safe. Representative -Sulzer should re- 
call this little story. " Father," said u 
small hoy, "they say thnt fish bite 
now." "That's all right," remarked his 



sire, "you stay at home and hoe them 
beans, and they won't bite you." 

It seems au extraordinary thing that 
the representatives of a great nation 
will go into hysterics upon so little pro- 
vocation as it takes to excite certain 
members of the United States con- 
gress. Wo suppose the explanation of 
the matter is the amazing ignorance of 
some people in that country. For this 
the school system is largely responsible. 
That it is well to educate! children 
about their own country before any- 
thing else may be admitted, but the 
misfortune of the United States system 
is that it ignores other countries. The 
consequence of this is that a very great 
many people grow up with the idea 
that everything done by any nation is 
inspired directly or indirectly by some 
consideration in regard to the United 
Slates. Great Britain has fortified 
posts all round the world. None of 
these is intended for purposes of offence 
against the countries near which they 
are situated. World-wide dominions 
and an all-pervading ocean commerce 
render it absolutely necessary that a 
great fleet shall he maintained in every 
quarter of the giobe. A Beet without 
coaling stations and depots of stores, 
with docks where repairs can be made, 
would be shorn of more than half its 
usefulness. Hence the fortified naval 
stations of th< Empire. The reason for 
the establishment of a station at Esqui- 
malt is two-fold. One is that there is 
mi other station on the whole coast of 
America from Behring Strait to Cape 
Horn, and it would be folly for (ireat 
Britain to be without a dock and depot 
on the western shore of the continent. 
Another is thai Esquimau is on one of 
our imperial highways around the 
world. It may he mentioned that the 
dry dock, which was the nucleus of 
the station, was originally a provincial 
undertaking. There was about as much 
hostility lo the United States in its con- 
struction as there was in the building 
of the Moran ship railway at Seattle. 
Our esteemed neighbors fret themselves 
unnecessarily.

THE HARBOR PROPOSALS. 

Sir: I have compared Mr. Sorby's re-

Travellers Reach Outside from 
New Gold Field--8lberlan 
Party Returned. 



No Mining on Czar's Domain- 
Women Suffer on Trail- 
No Rushers Needed, 



Latest new -, from Nome is included in 
the budget which the steamer Danube 
brought from the Northland on her ar- 
rival yesterday, the arrivals from the 
river-mouth being Messrs. R. it. MaeRae 
and F. 11. Nagel, who hud been just '10 
days en route to Skagway with a crack 
team of mala mutes. Theirs is the sixth, 
anil probably the last, party that will 
come out this winter over the ice. and 
their report is thai the journey is so dif- 
ficult that several other parties wheih had 
started in advance of them were forced 
lo turn back over the Kitmai route. Up 
to the time the two successful travellers 
left Nome, ou January ti, the weather 
had not been severe— tho thermometer 
rarely going to 30 below, and the aver- 
age being only about zero. There had 
been little wind, ami the majority of the 
new residents were congratulating them- 
selves on the unanticipated mildness of 
the climate. 

On the trail, harder weather was en- 
countered, as well as many Nome-bound 
rushers, among whom were included a 
considerable proportion of women. Tile 
Bufferings of some of the latter, accord- 
ing to Nagcl's report, were truly heart- 
rending. One party, fa lieu in with in 
the vicinity of Rampart, consisted of 
lour men and three women, the trio to- 
tally unnerved, with swollen, frozen 
hands and feet, utterly incapacitated for 
further travelling, and pitifully home- 
sick. Other women were met, not two 
hundred miles from DaVson, but already 
tired and jaded, although the whole of 
then- terrible till) "as yet before them. 
It is the opinion of the hardy travellers 
from Nome that the authorities should 
absolutely prohibit women from engag- 
ing in so hazardous adventure as the 
winter river trip involves; possibly it 
would be an interference with the per- 
sona! liberty of the sex, but it would be 
abundantly justified ou the seore of com- 
mon humanity. 

In regard to their trip. Mr. McRae 
says: "Tlyc trail was good. The recent 
warm weather had taken off the snow 
only on a few spots beyond Bennett. Had 
much of it been oil we Would uot have 
made the time we did. Lake Bennett 
was not in a bad condition. We made the 
run from Bennett to the Summit in four 
hours. The last 12 miles this side of 
the Summit were the worst. The road 
was simply stripped of snow, and noth- 
ing but mud remained. This was ex- 
tremely hard on the dogs, for the reason 
that they were tired after their long 
jaunt. People now en route to Nome 
should be able to get through provided 
'!"-y are fast travellers and get away 
from Dawson by March 15. From Ram- 
part to Dawson the traii was covered 
with blood from the feet of the dogs of 
the intishers. We met upwards 'of 700 
people, and they should have beaten a 
good trail for the last to pass over." 

Mr. Nagel says the Nome country is 
literally plastered with location notices, 
and that men have been engaged by the 
well-to-do all winter staking everything 
stakable. He says further: 

"We met stampeders 200 miles from 
Nome, away down the (.'oast in the vicin- 
ity of Unalaklik. Every little stream was 
reported by them to have good prospects, 
but yet to be proven as a producer of 
gold. The tundra had been prospected 
back of the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany's store at Nome, and tit a depth of 
IN feet yielded 32 cents to the pan- No 
work is being done on the creeks, but 
some are washing beach dust, taking it 
into the cabins and thawing it, then using 
one can of water for washing many 
batches. Some of those who are wash- 
ing have a rich streak of earth, ami are 
anxious to work it out before the rush- 
ers come in the spring. But little sell- 
ing of claims has taken place, those who 
are in having conlideuoe in the camp, 
and being determined to stay with it. 
Provisions in Nome City are no higher 
than in Dawson. Flour is Ijifj and bacon 
only 35 cents. The only shortage is on 
cream and similar luxuries. Nome may 
be a good field for the trader, but for ail 
that 1 should not advise my own brother 
to go in. It is bound to be a cheap 
camp, and over-run with labor within 
the next six months." 

As for the new Siberian finds, that 
were predicted to eclipse in richness any- 
thing heretofore heard of in either Nome 
or the Klondike, the new arrivals say 
that the expedition which started out 
lour months ago to explore' them was 
forced to put back. The prevailing opin- 
ion was that the gold was there all right, 
but that Russian officialdom would uot 
permit foreigners to take advantage of 
it. Indeed the Juneau Truth had re- 
cently received a letter from the United 
States consulate at St. Petersburg, dated 
February which said: 

"The order prohibiting foreigners to 
mine on the east coast of Siberia is still 
in force, ami a special permit can only be 
had by some one with u strong personal 
influence with the Emperor, on whose 
special order they are issued." 

McRae and Nagel are en route for 
San Francisco, and take their clogs with 
them, this being the first team that has 
yet made the Nome-to-thc-Coast journey 
without change. Their owners are in 
the employ of J. S. Kimball & Co., rail- 
May promoters, and their trip out is 
for the purpose of bringing the en- 
gineer's report on the proposed road from 
Port Safety to Capo York, a distance of 
125 miles— which road it is now almost 
sate to say will surely be built duri'g the 
approaching season.'

Enterprising Frenchmen Introduce the 
Latest Vehicle of Science to 
the Icy Trails. 

So many people have described the 
winter trail from D.twson as a bicycle 
path, ami so many others having shown 
the navigation of the frozen river 
awheel to be practicable, by hiking 
through in quicker time than the dogs 
or horses make, that the bicycle has be- 
come a familiar feature of winter 
travel in the North. Now, however, a 
genuine novelty is to be presented, the 
automobile having made its appearance 
in the land of cold and gold. There 
have recently arrived at Skagway an 
automobile and a motor-cycle, which 
arc to be at once put on the trail as an 
experiment by a Havre company with 
large capital behind it.

"At places where 
we must travel by water I intend to 
place the automobile in a large flat 
canoe, and use the power of the 
machine itself for navigating."

The city solicitor forwarded a com- 
munication giving a legal opinion as to 
the city's right to lower the sidewalk on 
the corner of Government and Humboldt 
street to the street grade. Received and 1 
tiled. 

Aid. Cameron thought some steps 
should be taken to ascertain what the 
damages would amount, to, if the owners 
of the property affected were to be com- 
pensated. 

The city clerk reported having submit- 
ted a number of communications asking 
for small improvements, to the city en- 
gineer. Received ami tiled. 

Thomas C. Sorby wrote asking for cer- 
tain documents in connection witli his 
harbor scheme, enclosing a plan of the 
proposed wall. 

Received and filed. Mr. Sorby being re- 
ferred to the general committee for the 
papers lie desires. 

,T. G. Brown addressed the board as 
follows: . •

lieiitli'ineii: I desire to tiring to your no- 
tlee a state of affairs In connection with 
tin. sewerage system .if our city, which, in 
my humble nplnl should nut obtain. 

1st. Knowing that others had been per- 
mitted le connect sewerage drains to sur- 
face drains, i applied tor permission for 
property en North Chatham street and was 
refused. 

•2nd. It Is within the knowledge of the 
city engineer and sanitary officer and 
plumbing Inspector that such connect Ions 
have been made without the necessary per- 
mits and against the law. 

3rd. Parties so connecting are liable to 
a tine, anil the plumbers, etc.. who da the 
work are also liable to punishment In some 
form. So far as I am aware no attempt lias 
been made to carry out tile law. 

I would submit to your honorable body 
that a grave Injustice Is belug (lone a large 
number of ratepayers who are being taxed 
for construction of .sewers In certain por- 
tions of the town and other portions are 
left unprovided for, and permission to con- 
nect to surface drains refused, while other 
citizens possessing more or less Influence 
are allowed to make connection to the sur- 
face drain and nothing said, enjoying nil 
the privileges fit sewer connection and at 
the same time defrauding the city sewer 
rental. I have no desire to get something 
for nothing, and am willing to pay the re- 
gular sewer rent, nor do I wish to evade 
the law, as some have done, and make con- 
nections to sewer without permission, and 
trust to the willingness ol the authorities 
to raise the whole question; but if the law 
regelating the use of sewers, etc.. Is not 
to become a farce. Its provisions should be 
Immediately enforced, or at least let us all 
have equal rights.

Aid. Yates explained that the city en- 
gineer had Informed him that the neces- 
sary steps had been taken towards col- 
lecting sewer rental from all parties con- 
necting with the sewers. 

Aid. Brydon thought Mr. Brown's let- 
tor opened up a serious matter. There 
should be a thorough investigation. He 
knew of grave irregularities in regard 
to the operation of sewerage connections. 
On one of the principal streets connec- 
tions had been ' made with box" drains. 
The matter ought to be looked into. 

Aid. Stewart corroborated the state- 
ments of Aid. Brydon. But the sanitary 
officials were hunting continually for the 
offenders. Still it was dilllcult to enfor« 
the law. 

The Mayor thought Mr. Brown's letter 
made rather serious charges. 

Received and referred to the city en- 
gineer and sanitary officer for report. 
Aid. Cameron pointing out the confusion 
which results from surface drains, box- 
drains, etc. He thought there should be 
an investigation and a report made, Three 
or four years ago there had been a house 
to house inspection and no doubt a good 
had been accomplished.

nurse bad been In attendance, and that If 
he did not get a doctor's cert lflcn te he 
would obtain the nurse's certificate. He 
did not say who the nurse was, and I natur- 
ally supposed that li was a duly certificated 
nurse he referred to. Upon the under- 
standing tlmt he would furnish such a cer- 
tificate shortly nftcr his call, I granted 
him the permit, as previously In one or 
two instances I had accepted n nurse's cer- 
tificate in connection with the Interment 
of still-born children. • 

If I had known that the promised certi- 
fientc was not that of a duly certificated 
nurse, but of the grandmother of the de- 
ceased child, 1 should not have issued the 
permit. 

The circumstances attending the issuance 
of this permit were briefly therefore: 

1st. Mr. Italian applied for the permit 
almost at the last moment and evidently 
In a hurry.

Interesting Statements in the President's 
Address at Ihe Annual .Meeting. 

The yearly general meeting of inc 
shareholders of this bank was held on i 
Tuesday. March (i, 1!)()(), at the offices, 
,'l Clement's lane, Lombard street, B.C. 
Mr. <i. 1>. Whatman presided. 

The Secretary (Mt.'A."G. Wallisl read 
Ihe notice convening the meeting, and 
ihe report and accounts were taken na 
read. 

The Chairman said: Gentleman, 1 pre- 
sume you will, as usual, wish the report 
and balance-sheet to be taken as read, 
and if so I have now lo move their adop- 
tion, and make a few remarks on the 
business of the bank during the past half- 
year. The accounts show that the year 
18!)'.) was a more prosperous one than we 
have had for several years. The figures 
now before you, when compared with 
those presented this time last year, show- 
in several items large incheases.

September and heard Mr. Monro's speech 
on i Int t occasion may remember that he 
expressed a hope that when we came to 
make up the accounts at the end of the 
year, we might see our way to nn in- 
crease of dividend, and that we might 
also he in a position to increase our re- 
serve fund. Both these anticipations 
have been realized. The result is that 
the profit available for distribution 
amounts to £54.000, against £38,000 this 
time last year, and we propose to apply 
this, after making certain special deduc- 
tions to which I shah refer presently, in 
paying an increased dividend, and bv ad- 
ding the substantial sum of £25,000 to 
reserve fund. Our reserve fund will then 
amount to £325,000. This increase 
needs, I think, no apology or explana- 
tion. A bank's reserves are the first ob- 
jects of remark by those who wish to 
criticize its position. During the past 
series of lean years we have not only 
added very little to the reserve fund, 
but we have had to be content witli a re- 
duced dividend, and nok that -we are en- 
abled after a good year to increase the 
dividend, I believe that you will agree 
•with us that it is wise to take the op- 
portunity of putting by a substantial 
amount, so that our reserves may keep 
pace- with the largo increase in our lia- 
bilities.. This sum of. £25,000 hits nl- 
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r .» a dy been invested in Consols, and writ- 
|en down out of profits lo 00, so thai 
ihev may stand on the 1 same basis as the 
rest of our Consols which, as you are 
aware, were written down to '.ID some 
tune ago. Several circumstances have 
combined during the year to cause ifti iu- 
erease of profit. Trade has been very ac- 
tive in all departments, which has led to 
the full employment of our funds at re- 
munerative rates. Tlie harvest was, gen- 
erally speaking, a good one, the lumber 
trade is reported as being prosperous, 
and tin mining industry has been develop- 
ed to a great extent in many parts ot 
tlie Dominion. The rates, too, obtain- 
able for our money in New York, where 
we always keep large sums, alive been 
higher, having ranged sometimes from t> 
per cent. and upwards against 2Mi 
per cent. We have also obtained better 
rates in Canada, getting in many cases 
"> and II per cent, against. 4 per cent. The 
increase in our note issue, which I men- 
tioned just now, has also been a source 
of profit, and at one time during the year 
the amount of notes in circulation 
amounted to tlie greatest on record in 
the history of the bank. You will see, 
therefore, that the conditions existing 
during 1899 were favorable for profit- 
making, and it is with regret that I 
notice that tlie rates for money in Ameri- 
ca and Canada are already slipping back 
again, so' .that the present year does not 
begin so favorably as the period under 
review. During the last, six months we 
have opened a new branch at Sydney, 
Cape Breton. There are large and im- 
portant industries in coal and iron in that 
part of Nova Scotia which are likely to 
bring a considerable increase in the num- 
ber of nrtizans and others into the dis- 
trict, and although banking competition 
is very keen there, ad it is, indeed, all 
over Canada, we have thought it well, 
on the recommendation of our general 
manager, to open this branch.

You will not expect me, gentle- 
men, to dilate upon the war iii South 
Africa, and 1 have no intention of doing 
so; inn I think that us chairman of a 
meeting of shareholders of a Canadian 
hanking company 1 cannot let the oppor- 
tunity pass without expressing the ad- 
miration we all feel for the splendid help 
given by Canada to the Mother Country 
in her hour of difficulty. 

Canadians from the highest to the low- 
est have vied with one another in con- 
tributing assistance; the Dominion has 
sent out several thousand troops, whom 
if would be hard to equal anywhere, and 
many more would have been willing to 
serve if they had been allowed to do. so, 
thus supplying another striking proof, if 
one was wanted, of the unify of the' Em- 
pire, and furnishing a significant object 
lesson to outsiders. "Conspicuous gal- 
lantry" were the words used by Dord 
Roberts the other day when describing 
the grand behavior of the Canadians in 
the field. We have thought it right, and 
I hnve no doubt it will meet with your 
hearty approval, to give 250 dollars to 
the flind raised for the Canadian con- 
tingent in South Africa, and 11,000 to 
the Canadian Patriotic Fund. We had 
the pleasure of it visit in the autumn 
from Mr. Stikemnn, our general manager, 
who, as you know, we nke to have over 
here every now and then, so that we may 
discuss with him many points which can 
bo better gone into personally than by 
correspondence. His visit this year was 
a particularly satisfactory one, and the 
more. w v gee- of him, the more certain wo 



feci that your business is most ably cared 
for, and that no one could have the in- 
terests of the bank more loyally at heart 
than he has. I regret exceedingly to 
have to report the death of our valued 
and esteemed colleague, Mr. Kingsford.

On Board Special Train to Halifax 

March 1-1, 1900. 

Sir,— I desire before sailing for South 
Africa to publicly thank Col. Prior for 
his efficient assistance to me under the 
following circumstances: I was re- 
cruited at Nelson, B. C, for the Strath- 
cona Horse, and shortly after leaving 
there was taken ill.

Second of Series of Sermons 
by Rev. «J.C. Speer in the 
Metropolitan Church. 



The Teachings of the Christian 
Scientists Explained and 
Severely Criticized. 



On Sunday evening Rev. J. 0. Speer 
preached the second! of his series of ser- 
mons on the "F*adl of Faith," the subject 
being Christian Science. He took for his 
tt-xt II. Peter, 1 1, 1, 2, 3: "Hut there were 
false phophels »nioag the people, even as 
there shall be rSnlse teachers among you, 
who shall privily bring In damnable her- 
esies, even denying the Lord that bought 
them, and bring- upon themselves swift de- 
struction. And anuray shall follow their per- 
nicious \v113-s; b jf reason of whom the way 
of truth shall he evil spoken of. And 
through coveto> nsness shall they with 
feigned words xn&ke> merchandise of you; 
whose Judgment iww fur a long time llagcr- 
eth not, and tSiclr damnation slumberetb, 
not." 

"1 think then- Is not n Christian Science 
organization now In operation in this city," 
sold Mr. Speer- "Then, was one not so 
long ago, thongfc* under the guise of another 
name, but for reasons best known to the 

I |ile then III 1" hnrge Its doors were closed 

ami they upreii il Ihelr wings for other 
Holds o( conquest, We may be thankful 
for ihelr departure, tnut It would be In place 
to- offer the prnyot, "Lord have mercy upon 
the people to wrhem they have gone.' No 
religion, or relLsloits fad, has so little to 
commend it to- the faith of the human 
reason, and limit' so Hatters anil tempts the 
heart -which Ms deceitful above all things, 
and desperately nicked.' Out of theheart of 
the devil there Tins never been given to the 
world, under the nanac of religion, anything 
which, were It universally practised, would 
lend to Mich he-Utah results. 

"I wish to ItclkC n note of warning here 
and now to the people of the church, that 
when tills cult sdtles down again lu this 
City, as It surely will, for they have their 
followers here, you may know Just what 
they teach. I am In favor of the largest 
liberty of public, and free speech, but If 
lmvs were nece-ssnry for the Mormons In 
the United Sta-tw, laws will be necessary 
to check, at lensl, some of the teachings 
of these people. It has boon thought that, 
the teachings of Christian Science were 
so ridiculous tfcint they were harmless be- 
cause few people would take them serloiiB- 
ly, bat It Is n notorious fact that the mind 
cannot conceive- of anything too absurd for 
some other mlrt »1 lo accept. The best anti- 
dote to such ttilnga Is found In the light 
of the clearest reason, and fidelity to t tie 
•AVord of Cod v^-lilch llveth e.nd nbldeth for- 
ever.' 

"Let us glnn<?e at some phases 01 this 
question, 

"I. The History of the .Movement.— The 
city of Boston hna given to this world 
many and eur-Ious Ideas, but Christian 
Science must !>e voted her most remarka- 
ble proilnctlon. In lsilil Mrs. Mary Pat- 
terson linker Olnver Eddy gave to the 
world her new rellpMon. which came forth 
In Its concrete (nrm In the shape of a 
1 n rgc volume b-eailng the pretentious title 
of 'Science nttil Health.' It took somo 
time to get the- new religion fairly launch- 
ed, but In due Time the church was found- 
ed nnd baptlsexl 'Christian Science,' of 
which Mrs. EiUSyiras the mother (11s to the 
father we need not speak), but the mother 
Is certain by sc-lcnowlcdguiont, and she con- 
tinues ns lis talgh-prlestcsa till this day, 
and so declared by all the members of the 
cult. To her, nml to propagate her teach- 
ings, has heon erected a magnificent tem- 
ple In the lieu tltlful suburbs of Boston, 
where she lives In a style of luxury that 
might tempt anil excite the envy of any 
preacher, not t<n ay n Vanderbllt. Several 
colleges have sp» rung: up throughout the land 
In which she is training students, nnd 
sending them a a missionaries far ami wide 
to convert the benlcchtod people who vain- 
ly thing they bfcflvo the Truth. 

"hike most «->tlier churches, Christian 
Sclonce has hni£ some Intestine troubles, and 
it has come to piss that there are several 
sects which have sp>llt off from the mother 
church, and those hold differences of creed 
from the orlglo.nl one, nbout on the ,iaiiie 
lino as Hie orxliodos churches differ one 
from another, lint the cardinal doctrines 
of Mrs. Bddy, ns set forth In her book 
•i-iolencc and II enltli,' are held and taught 
by all. This c-ull <:unsot be Ignored iny 
longer, ng Its g^rowtJi Is alarming, and Us 
teachings arc of the most seductive < har- 
actor, while their effects must be the very 
opposite of thoseof tlie New Testament, as 
I aai prpared to show. Mr. Car.:! Norton, 
0110 of Ihelr most eloquent agents, said the 
other day In lite city of Toronto, that they 
had now two million members nnd .">00 
cburehes, and E: llilnk he did not overstate 
the case. Tliej=- ore to be found In all our 
cities working quietly to undermine the 
faith of the eh arch members. 

"2. The Uaslt=: of Eellglon.— Under every 
religion there Knillt 11 philosophy, or what 
we may call a philosophic basis. The 
philosophy wlli eh underlies wdi.it wo call 
orthodox rellclr-in st ates Its foundations as 
composed of t wo nltlaiate entitles, viz., 
the material »n<S the spiritual- or 
non-material. The first of these Is 
found In lra.e phenomena which ap- 
peal to r> nr senses; and the 
second found 1 11 the realms do' ii i.ited by 
the subjective -eonsolousness, either In the 
Dlety or In the?- lower order of created I c- 
ings. On these- two cardinal principles, re- 
cognized V>y tfcjo host philosophy, ancient 
and modern, orfhoJos theology. Inspired 1 y 
the Word of (",<-)(i, In which these facts i: r ( . 
always assumed, has proceeded 10 'cur her 
temple of eternal Truth. Hut all men 
have not accerr>teil the dictum of either 
philosophy or orthodox theology, and so 
we have matcc-hills.ni, which dchnvs Put 
one entity to "the exclusion of he -.plrlt 
or soul. Life, materialism dec'.ires, is 
nothing more than the phenom >na pro- 
uced by the coordination of the various 
forces found In. matter and produced hy It 
and by It nlnano, The forniu'n nf Ibis 
school Is found. In -lie statement of cne of 
its (1 ermnu Inv cs."gaioi's In the memorable 
words, T pcrcehe In dead matter all the 
potentialities of lift?,' so w nia i.-nus gen- 
eration was mat do to do rt.ity lor the won- 
ders of creation by a living God. Itu* ma- 
terialism has sever become an rrganlzid 
force la the worlil, and we have good reas- 
on to helleve Ihst It has seen Its most pa'my 
day. l!ut, ns Is bo often the case. iv<? have 
presented to us a creed which has swung 
to the opposite- ext reme in faith, or more 
correctly In hit Unci nut Ion. As the pendu- 
lum of thought mvung out to the opposite 
extreme from materialism Mrs. Eddy 
mounted the bit Hand It lias never left that 
point until till s day. Here then Is the 
modern evoiutl-on n t the antipodes of ma- 
terialism, nnd nil from the brain of this 
Boston wonmn- What then does this re- 
venler teach? 

"First, we have the negation of matter, 
which Is rich revenue on those who denied 
everything; hut matter. She says: 'Nothing 
is matter and miatter Is nothing,' nnd this 
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may be read either way. This Is one of 
her strong statements, and she sticks to 
it all the way through her book. The funda- 
mental doctrines of the new religion are 
Stated by Mrs, Eddy In four propositions, 
which she says 'will be fouud to agree In 
statement and proof even If read back- 
ward.' 

" 'I. God Is All. All Is God. 

" '11. God is flood. God Is Mind. 

" 'III. God, Spirit, being «il), nothing is 
matter. * 

" 'IV. Life, God, omnipotent Good, deny 
death, evil, sin, disease. Disease, sin, evil, 
death deny Good, omnipotent Goii, Life.' 

"She says 'God Is everything and every- 
thing is God.' 'God is pure Spirit and as 
God In everything, therefore everything Is 
pure Spirit.' 'God is pare, therefore every- 
thing Is pure, for there Is nothing that Is 
not tied.' Materialism can never hope to 
overtake Christian Science, as it performs 
the miracle of onnlhllatlon by the magic 
wand of a syllogism, In the hand of a lios- 
ton lady. 

"From this basis we have an easy transi- 
tion to that which Is more practical and 
therefore more Interesting. If there Is 
nothing material, there Is nothing physical, 
nud by parity of reasoning there can be 
no such thing as disease, and so no pain, 
sickness nor death. Tills may seem to us 
absurdly ridiculous, but it Is true that 
thousands of people who are otherwise 
compos nient us .believe in this so that they 
are willing to die for their faith In Chris- 
tian Science. In this book 'Science and 
Health' the assertion is made, again and 
again, that there Is no such thing as phy- 
sical disease, pain nor death. 

"Mrs. Kddy has been piled with questions 
and we have her answers lo many of them. 
Tlie following arc some »f the tests and 
questions which have confronted her and 
which she has attempted to answer: 

" 'If this leaching were true there would 
lie no need for food nor drink, for the hu- 
man body'/' Mrs. Kddy docs not shirk such 
a question as this, tint faces It ami admits 
that tin' only reason for food und drink 
now Is the ''illusion of mortal mind,' a 
phrase which does duty. In her scheme, lu 
and stands for the Ignor- 
ire not Initiated Into the 
•w cult. When Christ la 11 
understood and accepted 
anil drink will have pass- 
■ the butcher and the tin k- 
I gardener. Hut the time 
Is not yet, and even Mrs. Kddy is nut yet 
perfect, for she Is growing wrinkled, and 
curved, und while with honry hairs. She 
turns the scales at something less thuu 
200 pounds avoirdupois, she has 
already had three , or four husbands 
(and small blame to hen, but she 
might have Selenced up these hus- 
bands If there Is no death. She calls 
upon the dentist when occasion requires, 
and in her old age spectacles don't come 
amiss. She 'eats, drinks and Is merry, for 
to-morrow there is no death.' 

"lu her ireed alcohol will Intoxicate, not 
because It has any effect in Itself, but 
through the 'Illusion of mortal mind,' we 
receive the effect. She was asked about 
the effects of strychnine, and she answer- 
ed, 'It is nothing and only effects because 
we think so.' 'Hut what If It be taken by 
one by mistake, which Is often the case?' 
To this she answers, "True It will kill such 
an one, and not only because of the II lu- 
tein, and to this mortal mina they appear to 
poisoned, but because all the world (except- 
ing the couple of millions of Christian 
Scientists, who don't believe that It hue 
any power to kill), do foolishly believe in 
its evil effects. The world believes that 
certain so-called substances have power to 
kill, and to this fortnl mind they appear to 
have that power, but as there Is no such 
thing as matter— all is God, and He Is pure 
spirit, it Is not true that poison Is anything 
and no one does really die.' 

"In some cases Mrs. Kddy seems to lean 
to the side nf the existence of the mater- 
ial, for when her students come to settle 
up for their six months' tuition and the 
bill of f800 Is to be paid cash down, she 
always demands It in something more 
tangible than an Imaglnery note. Hut 
hers Is no 'cheap John' religion, for the 
fees are generally of an Important denomin- 
ation. Th,- whole system ships lu the face 
the live senses which have given their tes- 
timony wlili such accuracy throughout the 
ages; and when human reason comes for- 
ward to declare that certain effects must 
have been produced by certain well ascer- 
tained causes, It is taken nnd bound hand 
und foot and cast into the limbo of a luna- 
tic asylum by the command of the 'female 
messlah' of the nineteenth century. 

"It Is stated that she bus turned loose 
Upon the world thousands of these meta- 
physical doctors. men and women 
(for most of them are of the hitter 
Hi-xi, and except In their own theory they 
are for the most part as great Ignoramus- 
es as could well be picked up anywhere 
In tlie world. It Is worth while to repro- 
duce the letter of one of Mrs. Kddy's 
graduates to one whose wife was Becking 
for cure from tills cult, which cures dis- 
ease by proving that there is nothing the 
matter with you. 

" 'Dear Rrothcr In Christ, -your letter to 
hand and 1 am helghly empressed with your 
thoughts. In regards to your wife views 
upon christian science she benrs as much 
If not more on the side of material sense 
as she dose on the side of tlie spiritual or 
idse she would give anything that spenke 
the work god in 11 true conception the bene- 
fit bur human doubt tell your wife that 
no man can seek another's error anil then 
try to destroy It wdth the truth the bible 
snyes Judge not man by his error the error 
inns be presented to me before I can offer 
to destroy otherwise 1 would be hunting af- 
ter error Jesus sayed to the woman where 
Is thy accusers they had fled he Bayed 
nlther do I accuse you goe thy way sin no 
more and In 110 case do be hunt for a case 
to heal but they called after he had caused 
buy when he turned to them wdiat did he 
say thy faith hath made thee howl tell your 
wife If she put more trust lu god to heal

"When you examine this production you 
come to the conclusion that there Is not 
the slightest evidence of tlie rudiments of 
an education, nor of the working of a sane 
mind. If such men were put forward In 
any other profession they would bo con- 
sidered fit candidates for the Infant class 
In some back-woods common school. How 
preposterous to attempt to deal with the 
deepest questions of science— questions 
which Involve the lives of those to whom 
they are called to minister, and lu the case 
of contagious diseases, the lives of perhaps 
hundreds, while they could not pass an 
examination into tlie second class of the 
common school. But this cult assumes to 
have found something of a transcendental 



character, and they don't stand in need of 
the knowledge which Is found requisite 
for the ordinary mortal. It Is well to be- 
ware of all those who discard the tested 
truths of human life, for they have been 
proven 'blind guides' nnd In hundreds of 
Instances they, and their misguided follow- 
ers, have fallen into the ditch of the devil's 
digging. 

"This teaching has cast a glamor over 
the eyes of many who were Innocent of 
any thought but to find out the truth, but 
all such have suffered, and some of them 
when It was too lute for retreat. 

"8. Let us examine the theology of Chris- 
tian S" .r-r.ee. There Is no church In Chris- 
tendom wearing a more pretentions title 
than this one. lint It can be shown that It 
Is neither scientific nor Christian, but a 
Jackdaw in tin; glorious garments of the 
bird of paradise. We feel sure that there 
lias not been produced in the nineteenth 
century any system which Is so far away 
from the teachings of the Man of Nazar- 
eth. Did Christian Science discard the 
Bible altogether we would have more char- 
ity for It, but to come to the world with 
the Word of God In one hand und the 
bible of 'Science and Health' In the other, 
and mutilate the old Bible In order to 
prove this effeminate nightmare Is some- 
thing which for audacity has seldom or 
never been eclipsed. We know of no other 
sect which bus so systematically trampled 
upon everything which has been dear to 
the heart of the Christian curcb, and we 
here ijeclnre that there Is not one cardinal 
doctrine of the Bible that Christian 
Science has not mutilated. Let us take a 
glance 11I the foundation stones of our 
faith and see how Christian Science treats 
them. 

"1. The personality of Cod is denied by 
most If not all of her teachers. In 'Science 
and Health' Mrs. Eddy says: if Cod be a 
person.' And one of her graduates, who 
seceded from her, charges her with touch- 
ing the Impersonality of the Dlety. when 
he says, it Is mil necessary to believe thai 
God Is Impersonal.' The fuel Is she, nnd 
they, touch 11 sort of transcendental, Ideal- 
istic, pantheism, which, carried to lis logic- 
al conclusions, lends to blank atheism. 
Slio reduces God to an abstract principle, 
where she says. 'God Is Good and Good Is 
Cod, and this may be read either way.' 
Dr. Tompkins (not 'Honest John Tomp- 
kins') goes so far ns to teach that the hu- 
man Is impersonal as well as Cod. In 11 
lecture delivered before sine." two thousand 
people In the city of Buffalo 11 year ago 
last December, he said, on Ibis point, 'Once 
we thought that each mortal had 11 soul of 
his own, and that this soul could be divided 
from the spirit, but In the light of Chris- 
tian Science we know there Is but one soul, 
one Spirit, and that God, anil that this 
two-edged sword, Truth, separates all the 
beliefs of mortal mind from the thoughts 
of divine mind. Again, ho says 'Christian 
Si lence In a word Is the law of God— Good, 
Principle, Being, Life, Truth, Love and 
Eternal Harmony— put into practice now.' 

"This Is really the foundation of her 
theological system and you at once per 
celve the results of such teaching 

"(2.) The Trinity. The doctrine of the 
Trinity she most emphatically denies. She 
says (p. 125) 'The theory of three persons 
In one Cod suggests heathen gods rather 
than one ever-present I AM.' On p. 4!)(1 she 
says, "The name Elohlm Is In the plural, 
but tills plurality does not Imply more than 
on" God (true) nor does It Imply three per- 
sons In one God (false). It relates to Life, 
Trm h and Love.' It Is not necessary to 
multiply references on 11 point so clear. We 
must keep such teachings lu mind when we 
hear these people declaring for the Bible 
and Christianity. Some are deluded by 
words. By the above the divinity and per- 
sonality of Father, Sou and Holy Spirit 
are excluded. 

"(3.) On the doctrine of sin, Christian 
Science grows very angry witli tlie orthodox 
leaching. Mrs. Kddy begins by denying the 
doctrine ot the human will. On p. 474 she 
says, 'Will power Is but an illusion of hu 
man belief. Human will is but an animal 
propensity, not n faculty of the soul.' Of 
course she does not believe there Is such a 
thing as 11 human soul. If no will, then 
fatalism obtains, and men are totally Irre- 
sponsible for their acts along moral Hues 
Page 4.10 she says, 'Is there no sin? An 
swer: All reality Is In God and His Creation, 
harmonious and eternal. He made all that 
was made, therefore the only reality of 
sin, sickness or death Is the awful fact that 
unrealities seem real to the human 1 
lief. 1 I submit that If this were true, God 
would be the author of this 'mortal mind, 
and so the author of slu in our sense of the 
word. At p. 406 she says again, 'Man Is In- 
capable of sin, sickness nnd death. Inas- 
much as he derives his essence from God 
by whom man was evolved. (MnrCl the 
last word, as she does not believe In cre- 
ation, In the Bible sense at least.) 'Nor can 
God engender the capacity of freedom to 
sin. hence tlie real man cannot depart from 
holiness.' Mrs. Eddy found the Bible was 
against her theories, nnd so much tlie 
worse for tlie Bible. She turned commen- 
tator on the hook of Genesis, and nil went 
well until she came to the 5th verse of 
the L'nd chapter at the Introduction of sin. 
She now innkes the following statement: 
'Here the Inspired record closes its nar- 
rative of creation. It Is finished. Is there 
nothing more about creation'/' she asks, 
indeed there Is, but the continued account 
Is mortal und material.' In other words, 
lies. Tills Is because she does uot believe 
In the existence of evil lu the universe. 
The [lev. Wm. McKenzie. one ot the Chris- 
tian Science leaders, says as follows: it Is 
a distinctive of Christian Science that It 
postulates, or rather one should says Its 
axiom is tills: that by proving tlie unreality 
of sin, disease and death, you demonstrate 
tlie allness of Good.' In the Washington 
News Letter, November .'!(), 18!)8. 

"(4.) Christian Science must now deny tlie 
whole work of redemption from sin, seeing 
sin Is positively denied, ami If there Is no 
sin of course there Is no need of salva- 
tion, and there is not a word In all the 
writings of these people In recognition of 
this doctrine, is swept away with a flat 
I.ord. All that men, in every age, have 
thought '.hey have seen In the Bible, ou 
tills dlctrlne, Is swept away with a Hat 
denial, and a scornful sweep of the Im- 
perious hand of Mrs. Eddy and her acolytes. 
And there are tens of thousands of people 
who have accepted tills teaching, and till 
of late ttiere has scarcely been a protest 
from a pulpit In this land. Indeed Mrs. 
Kddy goes so far as to tench that Jesus was 
not dead; nnd of course not when he was 
neither material nor physical, for you re- 
member there lu no such tiling as matter 
in tlie world. On page .'Mb In 'Science and 
Health,' she says ills disciples thought 
Jesus dead while he was hidden In the 
sepulchre, whereas he was alive, demon- 
strating the [lower of spirit to destroy hu- 
man and material belief.' Mrs. Kddy does 
not hesitate to manufacture scripture— 'If, 
When we were enemies, we were reconciled 
to God by the (seeming) death of his son' 
—Romans 5: 10. Page '228 she says 'that 
God's wrath should be vented upon His 
Son Is divinely unnatural.' Pago 320: 'Does 
theology regard the crucifixion of Jesus as 
chiefly providing pardon for all sinners who 
ask for It nnd are willing to be forgiven?' 
Then we must differ from theology. 'The 
material blood was no more efficacious 
when shed upon the accursed tree than 
when flowing in tlie veins of Jesus Christ.' 
A bead of truth witli a lie for Its string. 
This you will see does away with all tile 
ordinances such as baptism and the Lord's 
supper. As Jesus did not die, he did not 
rise from the dead, and the hope of the 
Tcsurrectlon Is taken away. What fools 
the apostles were, or what generations of 
fools have lived nnd taught for all these 
centuries of the Christian era. There Is 
no Hell and no Heaven and no Judgment 
Day, In this scheme. And she denies sex, 
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when she says 'Masculine, feminine and 
neuter genders are human concepts.' Thus 
she glides into that modern monster called 
'free love.' I have the best of assurance 
that some of those who have accepted these 
teachings have been prepared to take L : j i 
logical and practical outcome and make 
morality do duty for religion like the 
heathen, and glory In their shame. We 
must hope It Is true of hut few. If there 
la; 110 sin, and no moral obligation, then 
everyone may go his own sweet will and 
'might becomes right.' This Is a viler doc- 
trine than can be found In any 
religion of which we have ever 
heard. These are the people who 
compass sea and land to mal^ 
one proselyte, and when he is made they 
make him twofold more the cnlld of hell 
than themselves.' These are the religious 
birds of prey who are ever found pouncing 
upon the Innocent or creeping Into houses 
and leading captive silly women and femin- 
ine men. Such fads have but one redeem- 
ing feature, which is found in the fact that 
they save the state the expense of more 
lunatic asylums, for there are people who 
are ever on tile ragged edge of mental 
Incompetency, In all such Institutions there 
an? a few leading minds who arc para- 
sites of the most contemptible order. These 
are for the most part possessed of the 
wisdom of the serpent, with none of the 
harnilessness of the dove, and upon the 



poor dupes who make up the long train of 
their followers, they live and fatten wtille 
they decoy them Into tlie 'fouls paradise 1 
of the fanatic. 

"One reason why these mountebanks, 
nourish Is because the press and pulpit 
have tri':iteil them with silent scorn, but, 
when the tendency of their teaching is 
seen, we are In hopes that the world may- 
be aroused to set forth their evils to body, 
mind anil soul, nud so Bave the people. 
Next Sunday evening I shall Bpeuk of the 
cures said to be wrought by all those who 
pretend to cure disease without the use of 
means."
